STEWART AND AMERICAN LABOR. 


T 


HE Republican party has always posed as a 


friend and champion of.American labor. 
Mr. 


Stewart is now the Mentor and the leader of the 
Republican party of this State. 
There may be a 


few members of that party who do not know it, but 
that does nt change the fact. 
Therefore, the at- 


titude of Mr. Stewart toward labor as exemplified 
by his acts and utterances on the Chinese exclusion 
bill should be of some interest to the people of this 
State, particularly to the working men. 


As is well known, Mr. Stewart opposed the bill 


framed by the Pacific Coast delegation, and insist- 
ed that a simple extension of the Geary law-the 
law now in force-was all that was required. 
This 


was sufficiently indicative of his general feeling on 
the subject, no matter what his professions may be. 
But we need not stop here, for when we follow him 
into a discussion ol the details of the bill, we find 
the clearest evidence that his s\ mpathies are wholly 
on the side of capital and against those whose la- 
bor produces the capital. 


When the bill .came before the Senate it con- 


tained this provision: 


"And it shall be unlawful for any vessel not for- 


eign-that is to say, any vessel under the flag of the 
United States--to have' or to employ in its crew any 
Chinese person, not entitled to admission to 
the 


United States, or into the particular territory of the 
United States to which such vessel plies; and any 
violation of this provision shall be punishable by 
a fine-not exceeding $2000." 


Mr. Lodge moved to strike out this provision 


and Stewart supported the motion, not only with his 
vote, but by a speech. In that speech he took the 
position broadly that unless Chinamen could be 
employed on American ships it would injure ship- 
building and make it almost impossible for our ships 
to cross the Pacific and put out of employment a 
thousand men in order to give one American citi- 
zen the privilege of a coal heaver in the tropics. He 
flounders and stumbles considerably in his use of 
language, employing the term "foreigner" in lieu 
of "Chinese," and expatiating upon the evils which 
would follow if American ships had to be manned 
exclusively by -American citizens, a proposition in 
no way involved. The provision was aimed at Chi- 
nese only. But his meaning was sufficiently clear. 
He was speaking in favor of the employment of 
Chinamen on American ships, and he concluded by 
saying: 


"I cannot be led away by a desire to pander to 


some sailors. 
When we have protected labor on 


land, when we have protected labor ever> where, as 
we do protect it, we have to employ foreigners in 
our shipping. If you pass a law to the contrary we 
destroy it. It is a new idea, a foolish idea, preju- 
dicial to labor, and I am delighted that the Senator 
from Massachusetts (Mr. Lodge) has offered an 
amendment to strike it from the bill." 


Thus spoke this great leader of Nevada Repub- 


licanism against a provision which had the strong 
endorsement of every sailors' union, and practic- 
ally all organized labor in the United States. 
Can 


it be doubted that he would speak the same with 
reference to the employment of Chinese in the 
mines and mills of Nevada if he dared to? 
The 


principle is identical. But Mr. Stewart knows that 
Nevada is not a maritime State. There are no ten 
thousand ton steamers ploughing the waters of the 
Truckee-no six masted schooners picking their way 
through the dftches of the Humboldt. The sailors 
of Nevada are not sufficiently numerous to justify 
a statesman of his gauge in "pandering" to them. 


The incident simply shows what Mr. Stewart 


would do upon the labor question if not deterred by 
fear of the political consequences to himself. 
And 


in this he is a typical Republican, for with the ex- 
ception of those from the Pacific States, the Re- 
publican Senators were practically a unit in favor 
of allowing the employment of Chinamen on Ameri- 
can ships; and at the same time they are in favor 
of paying the owners of the ship bounty out of the 
United States Treasury upon the specious plea that 
they are compelled to employ high priced labor.

PRICES AND PROSPERITY. 


ly that they are effected in both ways. 


The most casual glance at the index tables of 


Bradstreet's and Dun's will show that the average 
prices of the leading staples of commerce have ad- 
vanced since the rise began in 1897 some twenty-five 
or thirty-per cent. On June i, 1897, Bradstreet's 
index number was 66,648, while on the-first day of 
the present month it was 85,526, an advance of 
about 28 per cant. 
Even one of Mr. Stewart'* 


newspapers can scarcely have the hardihood to 
claim that prices can rise an average of 28 per cent 
without increasng the cost of living. 
But this is 


only part of the story. 


The opponents of the Republican party do not 


in general object to this rise so far as it is a legiti- 
mate result of an increasing money volume. If not 
excessive, such a rise is beneficial to the business 
interests of the country. 
Falling prices produce 


depression—rising prices bring prosperity. 
This is 


axiomatic, provided always, that these change? in 
the price level are caused by variations in the mon- 
ey supply, operating upon commodities produced 
under normal conditions. 
Low prices induced by 


abundance and ease of production are not, or- 
dinarily, a disadvantage; high prices caused by a 
famine or monopoly are an unmitigated evil. 


When prices rise as a result of a larger amount 


of money in circulation, money is generally more 
easily obtained with which to pay the higher prices; 
but when prices are forced up by trusts obtaining 
control of the market, destroying competition and 
limiting the supply, the consumer simply has to pay 
more for what he buys without any more money to 
do it with. This latter is what the Democrats and 
their allies object to, and the distinction is perfect- 
ly clear. 


Incidentally it may be remarked that there is 


no inconsistency in objecting to both falling and ris- 
ing prices, for some very able economists hold that 
the ideal business condition would be attained if 
prices could be brought to absolutest ability. 
This 


condition, however, is scarcely to be~deemed pos- 
sible. 
We arc dealing now with things as they 


exist, and while fully recognizing the beneficial ef- 
fects of a moderate upward movement of prices 
under free competition, everyone has a right to pro- 
test against the unrighteous exactions of monopo- 
listic trusts.
